Weight Training is a class of individual strength. At the 
beginning of the year, they have a series of tests to find out 
what their ability is. Tests consist of: push-ups, sit-ups, squat 
thrusts, vertical jump, bench press, shoulder curls, pull ups, 
dips, and hop-step and jump. They lift weights on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday. On the days in between, the students 
have an activity day to play basketball or other sports. At the 
end of the year, they have a competition between the different 
weight divisions of the fifth and sixth hour weight training 
classes. 

Dance and Gymnastics is a semester long class, but may be 
repeated. Ten weeks of Jazz, Modem Dance (free form of 
Ballet), disco and rock are the dances taught during the class. 
The students also have to do a final composition. There is also 
ten weeks of gymnastics. Tumbling, floor exercises, 
trampoline, mini tramp, balance beam and vaulting are the 
units covered in gymnastics. In January, the students 
presented a gymnastic show for their parents. 








Lifetime Sports is taught by Ms. Perrault and Mr. Watt. It gives 
the students the opportunity to learn how to play the sports that 
they can use later on in their lives. These sports include: tennis, 
golf and bowling. Lifetime Sports is offered to any junior, senior, 
male or female, wishing to get involved in the sports of life. 

P.E. 10 is offered to 10th graders and is taught by Ms. Perrault 
and Mr. Watt. It gives them a chance to play sports, learn to dance 
and to have a good time. 

First Aid Class began last year as a class and is taught by Ms. 
Perrault. In the class they learn how to treat injyred people with 
first aid. After the students have completed the course they are 
given a certificate saying they are qualified to use First Aid.

Sigrid Peterson comes from Theil, a town in 
Schleswig-Holstein county, in West Germany. Theil is divided 
at the Baltic Sea and is the biggest harbor town in that county. 
The population is 260 thousand and includes schools, 
universities, libraries, theaters and other public institutes. 

In Sigrid’s school system Kindergarten is not required, 
instead they start elementary school at the age of 6 or 7. After 
4th grade, they may go on to middle school which provides for 
a better training in a “better” or more educated job or they 
can stay at the same school until after 9th grade. They may 
also train for the “Gymnasium” graduate after 13th grade and 
going to a university, which provides for a class system or visit 
the school of their choice. 

Theil, provides for many activities for youths, especially in 
summer for children who cannot afford to travel. They may go 
downtown by electric train, car or bike. There are many 
restaurants and young people. 

Sigrid is sure that even though there is quite a western 
influence in Germany now, it would be quite an enjoyable 
experience for us in her country as she has found in ours. 


Satoka Suzuki, known to us as Sally came here as a Youth 
For Understanding Exchange Student in August of 1976. She 
lives in Nagoys City, in the southern part of Japan. This is the 
first time that Sally has seen snow as it only snows in the 
northern part of Japan. Sally enjoys winter activities and the 
Sladowski family, of 5 brothers and 2 sisters, whom she is 
living with, as she has only 1 elder brother in Japan. 

In Japan, Homecoming, Halloween, Thanksgiving and Easter 
are not celebrated.
